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SAVE THE CHILD

ANY years ago, the late Monsignor Nugent raised 
the cry “Save the Boy” behalf the little 

street Arabs Liverpool (England). The cry 
was taken up; the Boys’ Refuge was opened; and great 
Christian work, still energized with the spirit its 
founder, was inaugurated. For similar purpose, but 
wider field, the cry, “Save the Child,” must made 
ring every Catholic home this country, until every 
Catholic parent realizes that his hope Heaven inti- 
mately connected with the moral and religious training 
his children. 

From what the child saved? From ignorance 
its religion; from indifference toward its religion; from 
latent dislike its religion; from unnecessary contact 
with anti-religious influences—from veneering pagan life 
with the Apostles’ Creed. child may ignorant its 
religion, though knows its Catechism from cover 
cover; for elgion not mere knowledge—it life, that is, 
thought, feeling, word, action, character, inspired and 
directed faith, hope and charity. So, too, child may 
have the same indifference antipathy religion that 
has grammar comic sections, religion and comic 
sections are presented the same level school tasks, 
and made consist only knowing and memorizing. 
History shows that sure way making infidels 
teach religion with birch. Win child Jesus Christ 
your own heart’s love for Him, and you teach that 
child more religion than you forced memorize St. 
Thomas’ Summa. 

The knowledge religion that was sufficient the 
past for our children suffices longer. They will one 
day fused, more than their emigrant parents ever could 
have been, into the social, commercial and political life 
the country; and they will need, consequence, firmer 
and more intellectual hold revealed truth, safeguard 
against the diverse solvents which will tested. 
Besides, “the little knowledge,” taught our schools, 
which great Catholic poet tells dangerous 
knowledge fosters growing re- 
garding the scientific basis religion, consequence 
which young people are tempted feel apologetically for 
the Church, they might for dear but deformed par- 
ent. The Catholic citizen the future must made 
sterner stuff; and, make him must begin 
with the Catholic child today. 

More essential than all book knowledge religion 
the love it, inspired one who loves it, too, and, from 
love teaches the young. This element 
education practically disregarded modern pedagogy. 
knowledge, sacred secular, unwarmed love, will 
ever become permanent possession the soul, exer- 
cise over any vital influence. The mercenary teacher 
greater scourge than the ignorance would dispel. 
Save the child from him. 

“But,” you say, send children good schools 
where, course, their religious education looked after. 
feel further responsibility.” 

You have done much, but not all that you are bound 
do, secure your children’s salvation. You are bound, 
furthermore, see that “the good school” stands the one 
sure test efficiency, namely, that your children are real- 
learning there what you have sent them learn. You 
are obliged make sure that they are growing the 
knowledge, the love and the practice religion. “Are 
they becoming moer truthful, more honest and faithful 
duty, more obedient and respectful their parents, more 
helpful the home, more gentle and self-controlled to- 
ward brothers and are but some the 
many things you have investigate the school life 
your children, that you may, with safe conscience, en- 
trust their moral and religious education others. 

The neglect such investigation not culpable 
the neglect proper training the home. parents 
were scrupulous about the morals they are about the 
their children, the sum the world’s vices 
would considerably lessened. The parent who sends 
his son great cost first-rate school, but gives him 
the home the example drunken, dishonest, irre- 
ligious life, like one who would pull down with one 
hand what the other had built up. both cases the result 
The absolutism parental authority. common 
most other countries, rare among us. Scarcely 
child half through its teens when becomes practically 


emancipated. _There might not much harm this 
parents held uniformly before their children the beauti- 
ful pattern sincere Christian life. Such pattern 
would win respect and love and inspire imitation—all the 
better for not being coerced. But with the liberty given 
children before they can use wisely, combined with 
the contemnt which vice narents always provokes, 
easy forecast the misery and ruin which the future 
has store for them. 

sometimes pleaded behalf parents that they 
are not bound make themselves the slaves their 
children, that the world has other and more important 
work for them than sitting the cradle playing the 
detective the child’s various movements. Ridicule 
cheap logic. ‘The parent’s duty and the child’s need are 
correlatives. The child, unaided, cannot form develo 
true Christian character, the narent must help it, and, 
necessary, withdraw from social, literary political af- 
filiations, fulfill the primary obligation parenthood— 
the building his home Christian lines. 

Save the child. Make money for you will, and edu- 
cate all human knowledge; but, above and before all 
else, look its soul. Impress your own Christian 
character, and watch and direct its development, until 
those sons and daughters yours are fitted take their 
place life, and earnest, noble work for their country

HIS wise old world ours, however may dis-

determining cause whence the results ensue. And though 
the home environment, heredity, social conditions, and too 
often poverty, with all its narrowing blight, enter insid- 
iously, and influence, lie side side with the seed- 
grain religious training planted the Catholic 
school the heart the child, yet the world—ignoring 
these concomitants and thereby tacitly confessing belief 
the efficacy religious training—looks the future 
life-way the child and therefrom pronounces favorably 
unfavorably upon our Catholic schools. 

Are our children more sincerely truthful than others, 
more proudly intolerant the lie and all the chaos 
character which the lie covers? They ought be; 
they are not there something wrong. Religious in- 
struction, confession, preparation for first Communion, 
frequent reception the sacraments, certainly have 
them the efficacy make their recipients better all that 
makes for moral and spiritual betterment than those not 
thus aided and strengthened. 

Some one has said that half the meanness the world 
centers about money matters. Money stands for pleas- 
ure, gratification, indulgence—all that self urgently de- 
mands: perhaps, then, selfishness directly and money in- 
directly become the center half the meanness the 
world. But certainly the boy the girl whose money 
for payment honest indebtedness, the class- 
room elsewhere, finds its way the cigarette counter 
the candy store, there little difficulty tracing 
later years the man whose store bill remains unpaid, 
though his hat bill may paid, the woman, stylishly 
dressed, perhaps, who precipitously crosses the street 
rather than meet the honestly asking eyes her unpaid 
dressmaker. 

Are our children more exact money matters than the 
children non-Catholic schools? They ought he. 

There evil connection with some our schools 
that ought promptly rémedied—it that asking 
children, indiscriminately, young and old, collect money 
for school church purposes. pray, “Lead not 
into temptation,” and the spirit that prayer cer- 
tainly ought not expose temptation the souls our 
little ones. With money hand and the bright alluring 
toy just within that wondrous shop window—who shall 
know the conflict the heart child the poor? Who 
shall know care victory that conflict, the first 
slow steps leading the fall. 

Truthfulnéss, honesty, unselfishness, business integrity, 
sincerity the unseen—these basal character qualifica- 
tions the wise old world rightly allies with religious train- 
ing, and with these results, sooner later, will pass 
judgment impartially favorable upon hte solid inherent 
worth our Catholic schools—the determining cause 
whence these results ensue.

One glance the training 
given their members the great teaching orders, 
such the Jesuits, will convince one that the Church ap- 
proves the highest culture those who are impart 
her Doctrine.

FOR FIFTY YEARS STRONG ADVOCATE 
PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 

The late Bishop McQuaid Rochester, Y., who 
passed his reward during the school year now closing, 
was one the earliest and strongest advocates paro- 
chial schools the United States. For over fifty years 
his energies were devoted the good the cause. 

parochial school every parish was his aim and 
reached it. determined that the regents’ examinations 
the state New York should opened the pupils 
parochial schools, and they were. felt the need 
for beter equipped teachers, and for their training under 
his own eye founded Nazareth Normal School, which 
holds charter given the University New York. 
delivered many lectures and wrote many articles the 
education the masses from the Roman Catholic stand- 
point. Much what said the subject has been as- 
sembled the volume entitled “Christian Free Schools.” 

The importance thi work recognized 
throughout the Church. the letter Pope Pius 
Bishop McQuaid, dated June 25, 1908, the Holy Father 
said: “We know that while you diligently discharge the 
duties good pastor, you have always given special 
care the education the young, and especially those 
intended for the priesthood. And this, -assuredly, 
thing great that there nothing more importance 
the Church and nothing ‘of more importance the 
state.” 

line with his constant desire see our parochial 
school interest advanced, Bishop McQuaid showed much 
appreciation and lent substantial encouragement the 
Catholic School Journal. one his letters wrote: 

“Please find enclosed check for pay for The 
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her hands will form the letters His holy 
study His world and the history its inhabitants will 
not only begin and end with Him, but will looked upon 
through every stage from His point 
view.

part from its intrinsic worth, the Mass holds pe- 
culiar position the life the ordinary Christian. 
the weekly meeting the Christian Society. 
Under pain mortal sin the individual bound at- 
tend it. neglects it, gradually loses touch with 
the Church. Pastoral experience shows that the begin- 
apostacy and irreligion neglect Sunday Mass. 

Our schools are established not only for the inculca- 
tion the theory religion, but also for practical ex- 
ercise. That the best school which turns out the best 
practical Catholic. teach not only the value the 
Mass, but also its frequentation and the best method 
assisting supreme importance any school 
curriculum. 

not intend here deal with such questions 
daily Mass schools and colleges. merely intend 
suggest few thoughts teaching children how 
hear their Sunday Mass. 

The minimum requirements the Church for the hear- 
ing Mass are “physical presence and certain devo- 
tion.” That say, must present Mass and 
our presence must not material presence only, but 
must attend religious exercise. 

But other departments are not satisfied with 
observing the minimum requirements the law, 
should not satisfied with physical presence and cer- 
tain devotion hearing Mass. that receives five tal- 
ents must return five over and above. The demands 
make the well instructed Catholic with all his appara- 
tus American schools and colleges must more than 
that which make the rude, unlettered hind—though, 
some cases, for such God’s way, the hind may hear 
Mass better than the most learned liturgist. 

Still this principle which should not lose sight 
of, that instruction religion must keep pace with in- 
struction secular subjects. a-b-c religious course 
may for a-b-c scholar; but where scholars give time 
and have the opportunity exploring the general 
higher scientific branches, they should give equal time 
and have equal opportunity for the general higher re- 
ligious studies. 

Hence, believe that the manner hearing Mass 
should one the subjects the school curriculum. 
permit the child merely work his way through the 
ordinary prayer-book and find out things for himself 
not good practice. 

The church, which leaves the minimum requirement for 
hearing Mass indefinite, also leaves the largest lib- 
erty the manner hearing it. Our devotion may 
express itself any seemly way. indulge pious 
meditation, tell the beads, read devotional prayers 
and the like are methods that each man’s liking need 
may approve.

“This percentage has been nearly stationary for thirty 
years,’ said Dr. Brown the other day. “In the meantime, 
the average length the school year has ad- 
yanced from one hundred and thirty days little over 
one hundred and fifty days, and the percentage aver- 
age attendance each day this longer school year has 
advanced from per cent per cent those en- 
rolled. The increase the number those attending 
high schools and other schools similar grade has been 
greater than the primary schools, and now represents 
about y.13 per cent the whole population. round 
numbers, one out every ninety the population the 
United States enrolled schools, and 
one out every three hundred college some 
other institution higher education. 

“There are now about 475,000 teachers the common 
schools the country, whom about per cent are 
men and per cent are women. The percentage men 
teachers has been steadily declining for several The 
average salary both men and women slowly 
rising, although has failed keep pace with other ex- 
penditures for educational purposes. While the propor- 
tion school money devoted buildings and other per- 
manent improvements has been for nearly 
twenty years, the proportion devoted salaries teach- 
ers has been actually receding. 

“About $440,000,000 expended for education annually 
this country, which one-fifth goes for buildings arid 
sites, three-fifths for teachers’ salaries, and one-fifth for 
other purposes.” 

The number pupils primary and grammar schools 
for the year was 17,373,852; high schools and academies, 
The number students universities and col- 
leges during the school year 1906-7 was 149,700, and 
the same time there were 63,256 students schools 
medicine, law and theology, and 70,439 normal schools. 
addition the latter 27,102 students are taking nor- 
mal courses universities and colleges, which makes 
97,441 young men and women studying 
teachers. Enrolled evening schools, business colleges, 
schools for deaf, blind, Indians, reformatories, orphan- 
ages, private kindergartens and other special schools are 
727,348 pupils. 

The percentage the total population enroled 
schools has increased from 17.82 19.82 since 1870; the 
average daily attendance has increased from 59.3 70.3, 
and the average length school term has increased from 
132 days 151 days during the same time. The average 
number school days attended each person the 
United States between the ages and years has 
increased from 44.7 74.3, and the average number

days attended each pupil enrolled has increased from 
78.4 106.2, which very encouraging sign. 

The number teachers the United States has in- 
creased from 200,515 474,238 since 1870. The number 
men teachers has increased from 77,529 105,773, and 
the number women teachers from 122,986 369,465. 

The average monthly wages men teachers has in- 
creased from $46.53 1900 $56.10 1907, and the aver- 
age moithly wages women teachers from $38.93 
$43.67, which gratifying sign. 

that school teachers. The average cook housemaid 
receives larger compensation than the average woman 
school teacher, when considered that they are pro- 
bed and board. Not long ago committee 
the State Teachers’ Association Indiana reported that 
12,035 teachers that state received less than $500 year 
and that the average annual salary $420.32. The aver- 
age salary the high school teacher was about 
the same pay the street cleaners Indianapolis. 

According Dr. Brown’s statistics there are p59,115 
school houses the United States, valued $843,309,410, 
which increase number from 178,122 and value 
from $209,571,718 since 1880. The receipts for schools 
from state and local taxes, permanent funds, rents and 
other sources have increased from $343,- 
602,738 and the expenditures per capita population for 
school purposes have increased $2.24 $3.90 and 
per pupil from $17.23 $27.98 during the same time.

These are greatly desired: pleasing person 
and voice, good nature sort that not easily im- 
posed upon, quick insight into character, and af- 
fectionate and confidence-winning disposition.

Methods must vary somewhat with the age the 
pupils, the author has learned experience 
twenty years, covering all grades below the college. 

Children the kindergarten and the early primary 
grades are more often troublesome from spontaneous ac- 
tivity than from any conscious motive, and must 
treated very differently from older and more self-con- 
scious pupils.

Every eye 
you for the first few hours and days, see what 
stuff you are made, and just soon the shyness 
novelty has worn off, not sooner, some irresponsible 
person will “Do just see what teacher will do.” 
you hesitate then you are lost—for the time least. 
something yourself and quickly, quickly 
take away the breath the insurgent. 

You need not necessarily harsh, little quick, sharp 
sarcasm that will make the school laugh with you the 
offender, one the most potent weapons you can use. 
you are not sharp enough quick enough and the 
pupils laugh you, instead with you, you lose. 

However successful proceeding this sort may be, 
not always the same thing; unexpected pun- 
ishment, especially have the elements poetic 
justice, often more effective than commonplace pen- 
alty that much more severe.

almost sure degenerate into farce, the great en- 
tertainment the pupils, and the utter discomfiture 
the teacher, but teacher this sort pretty sure 
make mess any kind discipline. Because.this kind 
punishment may abused hardly good reason 
why should not used. 

find boys more often need sharp, short checks than 
girls, girls are naturally more tractable than boys. 
But boy rarely bears ill-will toward teacher for giving 
him his just deserts, whlie girl’s sense justice much 
less keen, and she may bear long rudge for punish- 
ment that was eminently fair and just. great deal 


inflict once just and adequate penalty. 


care can used advantage punishing girls, they 
are very sensitive ridicule, and reprimand that 
only make boy grin sheepishly, will often move girl 
tears and long period sulks. 

Make just few rules possible, and not lay 
down exact penalties for offenses; you do, you 
find yourself very disagreeable situations that might 
easily have been avoided. State that the penalty likely 
enforced, you like, but always reserve the right 
use your own discretion. 

State all but the most vital rules requests 
requirements ordinary good behavior, but when 
fenses against these requests suggestions occur, 
not argue threaten what you will next time, but 
you can 
depended upon say, will thus and you 
again,” the alert youth pretty sure yield the 
temptation “do just once,” feeling secure from dan- 
ger the first time. 

Avoid you would the Evil One himself any ap- 
pearance personal vengeance, even purely retri- 
butive punishment. Strive every way show 
your prevent future offenses, not 
“pay up” for past misdeeds. 

Perhaps the two most vital requirements for success 
school discipline are self-control and justness. These 
qualities will win respect and admiration for the strictest 
disciplinarian, while the good-natured “easy” teacher has 
neither.

torily contro] others. have often seen teachers easily 
aroused passion, which vented itself chiefly angry 
abuse and threats, that their pupils would purposely stir 
them for the purpose enjoying the degrading diversion 
furnished, 

sheer force mind and tongue, last re- 
sort, physical force, one may keep order, but keeping 
order more controlling one’s pupils than sitting 
the safety valve putting out the fire under the boilers, 
You not control until you control mind well 
body. Here lies the danger corporal punishment. 
often used compel order and deludes the teacher 
into belief that has control when has noly the 
outward obedience due fear. 

Although quickness almost imperative times, 
does not necessitate even the appearance anger. Let 
the offense treated entirely impersonal and detri- 
mnt the welfare matters are dis- 
cussed personal, let them discussed friendly 
way with the pupil alone. 

_Pupils are different that the same offense two 
different pupils must treated very different ways. 
Circumstances also alter cases very materially. 
often difficult treat case individually this man- 
ner without laying yourself open the charge “par- 
tiality,” but you attempt good faith absolutely 
just, while you may misunderstood first, unless you 
are woefully lacking judgment, your intentions will, 
the long run, receive near their true esimate 
anything human ever gets. For these keen-eyed young- 
sters ours are fair-minded the goddess herself. 
pupil has the appearance genuine feeling 
injustice, far out your way explain the case until 
you are certain that your efforts are wasted. After your 
explanation, insist that all outward remonstrance 
stopped once. 

are all fallible and prone make mistakes. When 
you find yourself mistaken, acknowledge once, fully 
and frankly. your mistake has been personal na- 
ture, apologize and make full reparation as_ possible. 
this done frank, manly way, you will always 
gain and never lose, unless you are hopeless blunderer 
and unfit for the school-room. 

You may have almost perfect outward control, and 
the entire respect your pupils with little affec- 
tion toward you. Affection you can not have any con- 
siderable degree unless you, yourself, have affection 
for the untrained and chaotic, often rebellious, but es- 
sentially open and plastic natures, that look out you 
from the windows those unlined faces that greet you 
every morning. 

Love the greatest thing the world the school- 
room out ,and who gives and gains has the key 
tothe control young minds and hearts, and has 
not for the hour for the day, but for all time—and 
perhaps beyond.

The first school established America was Reed- 
field, Me., 1825. The branches taught were cabinet- 
making, chairmaking, shoemaking, woodturning, tool- 
making.

1832 eight more schools were established the United 
States, comprising some the New England states and 
states the middle west, that added manual labor their 
other school branches.

June 14, 1894, the Massachusetts legislature passed 
act provide for manual training all cities and 
towns whose population was more than 20,000.

DEADLY POISONS OUR SCHOOL. 

“Every common drinking cup, from the tin dipper 
the boy who passes the drinking water the country 
school the granite-ware cup chained beside the faucet 
the lobby the city school, poison cup,” says 
writer current magazine. “These are not imagin- 
ary dangers, but living, malignant germs awaiting the 
first opportunity enter the human system. 

“Who shall say what extent these school drinking 
cups have responsible for the mortality among our 
children school age! Oftener than suspected, epi- 
demics tonsilitis, severe colds, sore throats and diph- 
theria could traced directly this medium. 

“The human mouth natural lurking place for bac- 
teria, both harmfess and dangerous. The warmth and 
moisture are conducive their welfare, and not infre- 
quently decayed teeth afford natural breeding places. 

“Bacteriologists have conclusively shown that consid- 

erable number people good health harbor their 
mouths virulent germs. has been estimated that nearly 
one per cent well persons carry their mouths true 
diphtheria germs. The germs tonsilitis, pneumonia, 
bronchitis and the dreaded tuberculosis are harbored 
the same way. 
“What does this mean? Simply that the systems these 
persons, being state perfect health, are proof 
against attack, but these germs gain entrance the 
system person whose body tissues are weakened and 
susceptible, serious, even fatal, illness may result. 

cup which had been used high school for sev- 
eral months without being washed was lined inside with 
thin brownish deposit. Under the microscope this proved 
dead skin and millions bacteria, among which were 
scores germs corresponding all details 
tuberculosis. Some this sediment was injected under 
the skin healthy guinea pig, and forty hours the 
animal died. post-mortem examination revealed that 
death was due the presence sufficient number 
pneumonia germs cause blood poisoning. 

second guinea pig inoculated with the cup sediment 
developed tuberculosis. Careful inquiry proved that sev- 
eral pupils the school from which the cup was taken 
were then sufferers from this dread -disease.

The Batavia System Remedy Certain Defective Educational Methods 


Rev. McDevitt, Supt. Schools, Philadelphia. 


Remedy,” which appeared the Ecclesiastical 

Review, February, 1909, the writer, Professor Dah- 
mus, gives glowingly enthusiastic account the so- 
called Batavia System, introduced, about ten years ago, 
into the Schools Batavia, New York, Superintendent 
John Kennedy. 

The evil referred the title described the open- 
ing words the article: “Fifty per cent our school 
children finish their education with 10% years. The 
parochial schools are making terrific struggle over- 
come this feature, but with less success than the public 
schools, and for obvious reasons.” 

Professor Dahmus proposes the Batavia System 
effective remedy for the evil. 

Perhaps one should not presume pass judgment upon 
the proposed remedy who has not seen the Batavia Sys- 
tem actual operation and under the direction Super- 
intendent Kennedy. The writer the following com- 
ments confesses that has not had this privilege, and 
that his knowledge the system derived from the 
addresses Superintendent Kennedy, certain 
books method that describe the system, and from the 
Professor Dahmus. 

Withal, may permissible scrutinize what Pro- 
fessor Dahmus has written, and see whether the system 
unfolds any new principles teaching, make few dis- 
connected comments upon certain opinions expressed 
the article, and finally inquire whether the Batavia Sys- 
tem the real remedy for the evil which well known 
and much lamented all educators. 

“What then the great secret the Batavia System?” 
asks Professor Dahmus. “It consists the practice 
genuine Christian charity teaching all children, giv- 
ing them faith the teacher and faith themselves, 
giving them confidence and assurance that they are going 
succeed.”

Evidently all that Professor Dahmus says has been said 
and well said long before the Batavia System was made 
known educators. may stated, further, that there 
hot book the Principles and Methods Education 
which substantially the same truths are not found. 


Manner Carrying Out the System. 

The way which the Batavia System carried out 
described the following manner: 

The child called the teacher’s desk, and there 
receives instruction and encouragement. The rest see 
stand beside the teacher, they care look up; they 
are generally too busy for that. one hears what dif- 
ficulties the one getting individual instruction has; does 
not feel ashamed; the teacher speaks low tone. 
vidual instruction therefore not given the 
child’s desk. The teacher strictly forbidden tell the 
child anything. While one receiving individual 
instruction the rest are studying hard some lesson as- 
signed them. They are glad because they con- 
sider extra study hour. individual instruction 
ever given lesson not yet taken recitation, either 
oral written. Every child gets chance tackle the 
new lesson private study. All individual in- 
struction is. course, destined help the child for fu- 
ture study removing difficulties the past lessons. 

bearing upon these features the Batavia System, 
the words may quoted the late Brother Azarias, one 
the foremost Catholic Educators: 

“There are three recognized methods teaching. 

The first that hearing and explaining the lesson 
each child apart, while the others may studying. 
called the Individual Method. 

The second that having the more advanced pupils 
class teach the less advanced ones under the gen- 
eral supervision the master. This method was brought 
from India Bell and was popularized Lancaster. 
known the Mutual Method. 

The third that grading the children according 
their capacity, putting those the same capacity the 
same class, and having them use the same book and fol- 
low the same lesson under one and the same master. 
the Simultaneous Method. 

Now, all teaching done one other these 
methods, separately But, the present day, 
the method most vogue, and which has best stood the 
test time and experience that with which the’ Broth- 
ers the Christian Schools are identified, and what 
known the Simultaneous Method.”

Professor Dahmus admires the Batavia System and be- 
lieves its efficacy correct great evil. Yet, after 
reading the following quotation, one tempted ask 
what are the quality and length the experience and. ob- 
servation schoo] work whereby Dahmus has 
learned that certain things are found the Batavia Sys- 
tem and not found the traditional system, and what 
warrant characterizes (quoting Superintendent Ken- 
nedy) the teachers America their teach- 
ing and their method carrying recitation “as 
wholesale butchery individuality and 
tion?’ 

“In the present system you find few instances real in- 
dividual teaching. During recitation child 
found have some difficulty; immediately either some 
suggestion, some explanation, scolding adminis- 
tered the noor creature. The teacher glories giving 
individual instruction, while the child blushing, fearing, 
doubting, exposed the gaze the eagerly listening 
class, whch often enjoys the humiliation the hapless 
one without profiting the “individual” teaching the 
cruel teacher.

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CO-EDUCATION BREAKING DOWN 

The colleges which are attended young men and 
young women have discovered that the co-educational sys- 
tem, which was much applauded few years ago, is, 
not failure, not such success was pre- 
dicted. President Hamilton Tufts College declares 
that that institution doomed, unless abandon its co- 
educational plan. Other educational institutions New 
England and elsewhere have begun see the problem 
the same light. the west, too, where co-education 
was readily adopted because absence traditions, 
doubts are beginning rise and spread. Catholic edu- 
course, took stock the co-educational fad, 
but raged fiercely fever among the secular edu- 
cators the country. Putting aside altogether the 
moral dangers, the system has broken itself, and 
now there revision opinion among our secular 
friends, not only regards co-education colleges, but 
even high schools. the large cities there are usu- 
ally separate high schools for boys and girls, but smaller 
places the one school made for both sexes. That 
this system wrong now the opinion great many 
people who formerly looked upon quite proper. The 
School Journal New York (non-Catholic) which re- 
flects, suppose, the latest thought public educa- 
tional matters, has this say recent issue: 

“The age which children enter the high school 
most critical period. Physiological changes are taking 
place that almost demand separate courses study for 
boys and girls. While strenuous activity most de- 
sirable for the boys, good sense requires that the girls 
undergo comparatively little strain. Yet the average co- 
educational high school course pays attention what- 
ever these differences needs. either based 
entirely the working capacity boys, seeks 
strike compromise. the former case involves se- 
rious dangers the young woman. the latter case 
discourages ambitious boys. 

“There objection having boys and girls oc- 
cupy the same rooms, where available funds necessitate 
asingle high school. But even here distinct line should 
drawn. approach individual instruction most 


desirable. any rate, our present high school organiza- 
tion altogether wrong. The fact that has been per- 
mitted continue long proves merely that high 
school people are more anxious about the studies than 
about the students, and that they are, cuass, wofully 
lacking knowledge physiologic and pedagogic 
laws. certainly does not argue favor the excel- 
lence that organization.”

‘*Ethical teaching would be far more im- 
pressive based religion.’’ 

This was one of several salient assertions 
forcefully brought to the attention of dele- 
gates and friends of the Religious Education 
Association by Ambassador James Bryce of 
Great Britain is an address at Chicago 
Mr. Bryce spoke of social and intellectual 
conditions of modern countries, especially of 
England and America. 


Among other subjects he dwelt upon were 
what he declared the necessity of providing 
religious education in public schools and the 
methods of applying the instruction. 

a great extent in England, an intense de- 
velopment of passion for pleasure has been 
noticed in the last decade, the masses of the 
people apparently displaying a sense of a 
right to amusement. 

‘**There is nothing alarmingly wrong in 
this desire for pleasure, as the Creator prob- 
ably meant that life here should not be en- 
tirely devoid of material pleasure, but both 
here and in England religious education is 
greatly needed in public schools for the moral 
benefit of the nations in future years. 

**In England there has been a controversy 


for sixty years or more between two of the 
greater denominations, one of which desired 
to have no religious training at all in public 
schools, the other approving of religious teach- 
ings, but wishing them to be undenomination- 
al, consisting simply of those fundamental 
doctrines of Christianity which are held in 
common by different religious bodies. 


‘‘Here in the United States the question 
is different because it has long been settled 
that religious instruction was not to be given 
in schools supported by the states. Ethical 
teaching, however, would be far more im- 
pressive, I believe, if based on religion, and 
it is for you as American citizens to decide 
in what way the instruction can best be ob- 
tained. The efforts of the organization I am 
addressing are directed toward promoting 
such instruction in other ways; it would be 
too great a step for the association to attempt 
now to persuade public schools to include re- 
ligious teachings in the classes.’’
